ENGLISH OPERA HOUSE. 

AFTER the Tragedy of Martinuzzt, a Farce, called Pug ; ov, a We- 
dows Tears, was produced. It is stated in the bills to be “a Burletta 
adapted from the papers of the late Theodore Hook, Esq.” In the adap- 
tation all the fun has been very carefully excluded, and the piece is made 
up of the veriest trash and vulgarity ever submitted to the taste of a re- 
spectable audience. A pug dog, (Charley by name,) whose cold nose 
forms the staple allusion of the dramatis persone, and whose performance 
when he first made his appearance on the stage was not of a character to 
enlist the feelings of the audience in his favor, is the chief part in this 
Farce, the plot of which it would puzzle us to describe, or our readers to 
understand. We will not attempt to give a specimen of the “jokes,” 
the coarseness of which would only disgust the readers of ‘this periodical ; 
sutfice it to say that Pug was a most decided failure, though well sup- 
ported by Miss Jane Mordaunt and Mrs. Selby, as a young widow in 
weeds and her housekeeper. If Mr. Gilbeigh seriously intends to “do” 
the Comedy line, for which, by the way, we humbly inform him he is not 
quite calculated, we would suggest that it is generally thought customary 
to wear gloves, more especia lly when wii appear desirable to cover red 
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hands. We cannot give a decided opinion whether the imitative barking 
by the prompter’s assistant, or that of a wag in the gallery, was the most 
faithful, but, with all deference to the author of Pug, who must be the 
best judge, we think we must award the palm to the funny dog in the 
gallery. The excellent Farce of Enjoyment followed, and amply com- 
pensated for the preceding failure. Mr. Bass, (though sometimes dis- 
playing an imitation of poor John Reeve,) is a valuable acquisition to 
the company, and evinces a good deal of comic talent. Among the an- 
dience we witnessed Mr. Serjeant Talfourd, who frequently applauded the 
beautiful passages in the Play of Martinuzzi, which now acts with in- 
creased effect.
